He did not regain conscious- 
ness until he arrived at Key West,Fla., in 
a tugboat. He thinks he was taken to the

eent. The Georgia Midland and Gulf 
road's return shows a decrease of $121,875 
in a total of $749,750, or a decrease of 16 
per cent, and the Atlanta and Florida caps 
the climax with a decrease of $259,000 in a 
total valuation of $596,374. Its hundred 
miles of track, with rolling stock, are re- 
turned this year at $337,374. This is a de 
erease of 43 per cent ia one year! 

The comptroller general will not accept 
these returns. He will send them back to 
the railroad officials, with objections noted 
on the dccuments. There is no doubt that 
this is a hard year with the railroads, but 
the comptroller does not think the facts 
justify such returns as the above. 

In this connection it is interesting to ob- 
gerve the large increase in the gross receipts 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

The lessees are required to pay an income 
tax, and in order that the amount may be 
fixed they are required by law to make re- 
turns to the comptroller general, showing 
their gross receipts expenses and net earn- 
ings. The lessees have made two returns, 
the one just rendered for the year ending 
April 1, 1892, and one for the previous year. 
These reports show nv net earnings, for the 
reason that very large sums have been ex- 
pended in putting the road in fine shape and 
equipping it with high class rolling stock. 
The fine equipment appears to have told on 
the business, for this year the gross receipts 
are $1,557,408, as against $1,380,950 for 
eleven months of 1889; and $1,359,669 for 
the whole year ending May 1, 1889. 

Some idea of the expense incurred in put- 

ing the road in condition for heavy business 

be had from these items of expense on 
the report for the past year: 
_ “Rails, $9749; cars and engines, $281,- 
000; repairing roadway, $72,000; new cross- 
ties, $67,000; bridges. $43,000.” 

This heavy outlay leaves no net income to 
pay tax on, but this ratio of expense will 
not be kept up ani it is expected that the 
Western and Atlantic railroad will soon 
begin to show handsome net earnings. Its 
gross earnings justify the prediction.

Helping the Third Party. 


The democrats in the hopelessly repub- 
lican states can afford to surrender some- 
thing to their sentiments, but the south 
is compelled, in the very nature of things 
to look carefully to the main chance. It 
is compelled to move along practical 
lines. There has been but one result of 
the Cleveland craze in the south thus 
far, and that is the growth of the third 
party movement. This, under the circum- 
stances, was inevitable. The farmers of 
Georgia and of other southern states have 
been announcing for two years or more 
their purpose to demand financial relief, 
especially that form of relief which con- 
templates the repeal of republican leg- 
islation demonetizing silver. This demand 
has been endorsed by an overwhelming 
majority of the democratic party. In 1890 
the democrats of more than twenty states 
declared in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. There seemed to be no objection 
on the part of southern democrats to the 
demand of the farmers for free coinage, 
and there were no symptoms of a third 
party in any part of the south. 

But matters have changed since 1890. 
A number of worthy democrats appear 
to have totally mistaken the significance 
of the election of that year. They gave 
themselves over with immense enthusi- 
asm to the Cleveland craze, ignoring the 
most important and far-reaching fact in 
Mr. Cleveland’s career—his busy antag- 
onism of the efforts of the people to 
bring about the remonetization of silver. 
Thus, when the alliance democrats of the 
south observed the preparations that were 
making to take up an anti-silver candi- 
date, a great many of them concluded 
to listen more attentively to the third 
party arguments. Their attitude has been 
confirmed by the tremendous efforts of 
the Cleveland boomers to commit the 
party to an anti-free coinage programme | 
and to inevitable defeat. f 

It is useless to ignore the part that the 
Cleveland craze has played in driving 
free coinage democrats into the third 
party. Democrats who believe in the suc- 
cess of the party cannot afford to close 
their eyes to the facts. The matter is too 
important. The third party would never 
have been heard of in/the south butgfor 
the attempt to nominate a candida 
opposed to free coinage. <e 


A New Pro gramme. 


The tendency ca the part of prominent 
democrats in Washington and elsewhere 
to drop Mr. Cleveland as a candidate 
is both timely and wise. If, as Mr. Watter- 
son declares, the majority of the demo- 
cratic leaders in Washington privately 
admit that the nomination of the ex-pres- 
ident would be fatal to democratic suc- 
cess, it is high time for them to call a 
halt to the Cleveland boom. Public men 
Who are timid enough to permit them- 
selves to be quoted in the 
public prints as favoring the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Cleveland, while they 
declare in private that his nomination 
would prove disastrous to the party, are 
lending themselves to a very dangerous 
form of hypocrisy. They are trying to 
play a double game, and in so doing they 
are deliberately staking theirawn poor 
little interests aginst the great interests 
of the party. 

It is stated by the newspaper corres- 
pondents that some of these public men 
are preparing to take the muzzle off their 
minds. The off-hand outline of the new 
programme is that Mr. Cleveland is to 
be dropped as a candidate and Chief Jus- 
tice Melville Fuller substituted. It is 
said. that Mr. Cleveland and a number 
of his friends are favorable to this plan, 
and that they have been arrangingait for 
some time. The wishes and desires of 
the voters of the country seem to be left 
out of the programme by unanimous con- 
sent, but probably this doesn’t matter 
much. We think the country will be com- 
paratively safe if any of those affected 
with the Cleveland craze can be brought 
to the point of confessing in person or 
by proxy that the heavens will remain 
firm and steadfast if the ex-president is 
not nominated at Chicago.

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Albert Thomas, who has covered page 
after pace of the criminal records of Ful- 
ton county, and who has always escaped 
without conviction, suffered his first ver- 
dict of guilty yesterday afternoon. 

He was found guilty of cheating and 
gwindling and as the case is a particularly 
agcravated one was given a fine of $500. 
Failing to pay this he was bound over in 
the sum of $1,000, pending the hearing of 
q motion for a new trial. Thomas is with- 
put doubt the slickest negro in Atlanta. He 
is a professional horse trader and an aver- 
age of six cases of cheating and swindling 
gre sworn out against him every month. 
Thomas's native shrewdness has always 
enabled him to get out of these numerous 
eases Without even having been found guil- 
ty in a single one of them. He has been 
potorious for years as a shrewd horse 
trader. 

The case yesterday was not only intcr- 
esting from the facts involved, but from 
the hard legal fight which was made 
upon it. 

The facts in the case are these: 

Three or four months ago a farmer named 
Miller came to Atlanta from Dooly. He 
had a fine team of mules and a wagon 
which he wanted to sell. 

About the first person Miller = struck 
when he started out to trade was the slick 
Albert. 

Albert’s eyes sparkled as he looked upon 
the big, fat, sleek mules and the farmer, 
It was iust the prey he wanted. 

He told Miller, as the evidence produced 
in yesterday’s court showed, that he was 
keeping three fine gray horses which be 
longed to a wealthy lady. These horses 
were well worth $600, but he had sold two 
of them to Mr. Walker, the liveryman, for 
$275. Miller only wanted $200 for his 
team, and Albert told him that he saw a 
chance where Miiler could sell his team 
and he could make a nice sum. He would 
go to this lady who owned the horses and 
tell her that he had exchanged her three 
horses for a team of mules. ‘Then he would 
take two of the gray horses to Mr. Walker, 

t a check for $215 for them,. pay Miller 

for his team and be in eib and one 
horse. Miller said he had no objection to 
this plan and he delivered the mules to 
Thomas and went to the home of the rich 
lady to get the two gray horses to carry 
to Walker. 

After he had gotten possession of the 
mules Thomas told Miller that he could not 
take the horses to Walker until Cliff May- 
son arrived, which he would do that after- 
noon.
